Their road and bridge levy is now 
fifty cents, I wanted to explain to 
you about these different levies 
before going on with the budget. 
The receipts for the fiscal year 
will include the unobligated sur­ 
plus, the tax money from real es­ 
tate and personal property, rail­ 
roads and utilities, merchants and 
manufacturers’ tax, lees from of­ 
ficers, intangible tax, licenses, and 
other miscellaneous income.

Aid Scott Meet 


We have just recently had a visit 
to our court by agents represent­ 
ing toe state tax commission. Ac­ 
cording to the tax commission all 
real estate must be assessed for 
lax purj»ses at thirty per cent of 
actual value, That is it a farm or 
a house ha* an actual value of 
$10,000 it snouId be assessed at 
$3,000 for tax purposes. If valua­ 
tions are equalized every person 
will be paying their fair share of 
taxes, I tom* ail the counties in 
this district are about in the same 
boat - their valuations are a little 
low and sooner or later will have 
to be raised. 
In our county the average school 
rate is $2.85 per $100 valuation. 
With the taxes levied by the other 
political 
subdivision* 
the 
total 
county and state tax amounts to 
$4.17 per $100 valuation. So, if you 
have a farm or any other piece of 
real estate assessed at $10,000 you 
would pay a county and state tax 
of $417.00. If you live in a town or 
city you would also have to pay 
the city tax and since the average 
city tax is $1.80 per $100 valua­ 
tion that would make an addition­ 
al $180, for a total of $597. For 
each $100 valuation you pay $2.85 
to the school district, 7 cents to 
the state general revenue, 50 cents 
for the county revenue, 35 cents 
to the road districts, and some tax 
payers an additional 15 cents to 
the county road district, IO cents 
to the library board and 5 cents for 
the Johnson grass fund, lf you live 
in a town or city, an additional 
$1.80 city tax. 
Some of the averages of assess­ 
ments throughout the county are as 
follows: farmland, $41 per acre - 
$100 is the highest and $6 the low­ 
est; city lots (improved and unim­ 
proved! averages $560; cattle, $35 
each; hogs, $9; chickens, 20 cents; 
and automobiles, $350.
